DRIVER CONVICTED FOR 
TEEN CYCLIST’S DEATH 

A DRIVER has been jailed 
for a year for killing a teenage 
cyclist. 

Nadia Roberts, 21, hit 
Thomas Stone while he was 
riding his bike in Bell Farm 
Avenue. 

Roberts, who lived in the 
road, initially fled the scene 
before returning. 

She was sentenced to a year 
in prison at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on Friday having 
pleaded guilty to causing 
death by careless driving, 
causing death by no insurance 
and causing death by no 
licence. 

She was also disqualified 
from driving for three years, 
and required to pass an 
extended driving test. 

Jane Gelderbloem, Thomas’ 
mother, said the sentences did 
little to compensate for her 
loss. 

“No sentenced passed by 
any court will bring back my 
lovely Tommy,” she said. “We 
are still struggling to cope 
with our loss. We would like 
to thank family, friends, 

Eastbrook School and officers 
from the Road Death 
Investigation Unit for all their 
support. 

“I hope people will learn 
from this tragedy and consid¬ 
er their actions and the full 
possible consequences as I 
would not wish any other fam¬ 
ily to suffer the pain that we 
have to endure. Thomas will 
never be forgotten and will 
always be loved and forever 
missed.” 

Roberts’ passenger, Mark 
Headley, 37, of Avenue Road, 

Harold Wood, pleaded guilty 
to aiding and abetting causing 
death by no insurance and aid¬ 
ing and abetting causing death 
by no licence. He was jailed 
for eight months, disqualified 
from driving for three years 
and will also be required to 
pass an extended driving test. 

DC Darren Case, of the 
Road Death Investigation 
Unit, said the death could 
have been avoided had 
Roberts and Headley acted in 
a responsible manner. 

“Our sympathies remain 
with the family of Thomas 
Stone,” he said. “We hope that 
the sentences imposed by His 
Honour Judge King act as a 
deterrent to other drivers who 
think they are above the law 
by driving without a licence 
or insurance.”

Road named in memory 
of fallen Dagenham hero 


A NEW street has been named 
after a soldier killed in 
Afghanistan in 2010. 

Martin Kinggett Gardens, in 
Dagenham, was officially named 
by members of Rifleman 
Kinggett’s family last week. 
They were joined by some of his 
colleagues from The Rifles, 
many of whom knew Martin per¬ 
sonally. 

Major Richard Streatfeild, 
Company Commander at the 
time of Martin’s death, made a 
moving speech, paying tribute to 
Rifleman Kinggett. After the 
street name was unveiled, the 
regimental bugler sounded the 
Last Post. 

Also present were representa¬ 
tives of Barking and Dagenham 
Council, Dagenham Royal 
British Legion and United 


House, the contractor and devel¬ 
oper which built the houses. 

Mr Kinggett, 19, who lived in 
Dagenham, was killed in action 
while on foot patrol in Sangin, 
Afghanistan, on Lebruary 25 
2010. He was fatally wounded 
while providing covering fire 
during the evacuation of a 
wounded colleague. 

Barking and Dagenham 
Council decided to name a street 
in his honour to remind future 
generations of his sacrifice. This 
follows the naming of Tony 
Rawson Way, another street of 
council houses, which was 
named after Pte Tony Rawson of 
the Royal Anglian Regiment, 
who was killed in Afghanistan in 
August 2007. 

Lt Col Nick Kitson DSO, the 
Commanding Officer of the 


Battle Group, said: “Rifleman 
Martin Kinggett was a truly val¬ 
ued member of the Battle Group 
as it fought tirelessly, day by day, 
for a better future for the popula¬ 
tion of the Sangin region. Brave 
as a lion and selfless until the 
end, he fell to enemy fire whilst 
protecting the evacuation of a 
wounded comrade shot minutes 
before. 

“The loss of one so young and 
full of promise was a great blow 
to the Battle Group, to his proud 
Regiment, his friends, the com¬ 
munity he comes from and above 
all his family. 

“The naming of a road in his 
memory is a proud and singular 
mark of distinction in keeping 
with the tradition of the bor¬ 
ough which will perpetuate his 
memory” 


Council to end 
glass collection 

BARKING and Dagenham Council is to 
end its seperate doorstep collection of 
glass in a bid to save money. 

Glass can still be recycled, but after 
April 20 residents should put it in their 
grey wheelie bins instead of their blue 
box. 

Glass debris is then sorted out from the 
rest of the materials when it gets to the 
Frog Island refuse plant - allowing it to be 
recycled. 

The council said separate collections of 
glass result in a high quality of recycling, 
which can then be turned back into glass, 
however, it is an expensive collection 
process, which the authority is not able to 
continue. 

A lower quality of recycling is obtained 
by putting it in with normal waste and 
separating later, however it can be used for 
things like road surfaces, and is not sent to 
landfill. 

Glass can also be taken to bottle banks 
around the borough, or to Frizlands Reuse 
and Recycling Centre in Rainham Road 
North, Dagenham. 

Another change will see a new after¬ 
noon shift being created for refuse crews 
to save money and be more efficient. 

Councillor Mick McCarthy, cabinet 
member for environment, said: “Because 
of the high cost of continuing the blue box 
collections, we have decided to bring 
them to an end. The facilities at Frog 
Island will still allow us to recycle glass - 
it just won’t be as high quality as the mate¬ 
rials we were getting previously. 

“I’d like to thank residents for taking 
part in the blue box scheme. Their efforts 
were not wasted, because we collected 
around 1,000 tonnes of glass a year. 

“We’d like people to keep their blue 
boxes if they have a use for them. They 
make good boxes for storage or even 
growing vegetables. However, if you want 
us to collect them just put them out with 
your wheelie bin in April.”

Drug gang jailed 


TWO MEN from Dagenham were 
jailed for nearly 26 years last Friday 
for conspiring to supply half a million 
pounds worth of cocaine within the 
capital. 

Lloyd McCalla, 51, of Temple 
Avenue, Dagenham, and his son Ryan, 
30, of the same address, were sen¬ 
tenced to 12 years, and nine years and 
three months respectively 

They appeared at Croydon Crown 
Court alongside Carlene Wilson, 27, 
of Chadwell Heath Lane, who was 
sentenced at to four years and six 
months 

A fourth person, David Victor 
Emanuel, 49, from Warlingham, was 
also charged, but died in March 2011 
while on bail. 


The group were arrested on July 2, 
2010, following an intelligence-led 
investigation by officers from the 
Met’s Central Task Force. 

That night Ryan McCalla, carrying 
a black laptop bag, and his father 
Lloyd McCalla, were seen to enter an 
address in Warlingham, Surrey. 

They left soon after without the bag, 
but returned an hour later to collect it, 
with Ryan making his way to a mini¬ 
cab parked outside the property and 
got into the rear passenger seat. He 
exited the vehicle without the bag and 
headed back towards his own car. The 
two vehicles then made off in convoy. 

The mini-cab was stopped by police, 
who discovered Wilson in possession 
of the black bag, which contained a 


kilo of high purity cocaine (approxi¬ 
mately 70 per cent). 

Seeing that officers had stopped the 
minicab, Lloyd quickly turned his car 
and drove away in the opposite direc¬ 
tion in an attempt to escape. 

Ryan got out of the car and ran, but 
was detained a short time later. His 
dad managed to drive away and his car 
was subsequently recovered in a near¬ 
by supermarket car park. Lloyd was 
found by officers in the vicinity fol¬ 
lowing a further foot chase and arrest¬ 
ed. 

All three - and later Mr Emanuel - 
were charged. Ryan McCalla pleaded 
guilty to the charges while his father 
and Wilson were found guilty at trial 
on January 27.

A GROUP of students from Barking 
and Dagenham College got the chance 
to have tea and cake with Finnish 
Ambassador Pekka Huhtaniemi last

The learners, who are studying car¬ 
pentry and motor vehicle technology, 
were invited to meet the Ambassador 
because they will be visiting Finland 
next month to work and study as part 
of an exchange programme. 

The Ambassador’s residence is in 
Kensington Palace Gardens and the 
house was built in the 1850s and has 
been the official residence of the 
Finnish Ambassador since 1952. It 
now homes the Ambassador and his 
team of around 26 people. 

Mr Huhtaniemi talked to the stu¬ 
dents about the importance of voca¬ 
tional courses such as the courses they 
are studying. 


He said: “In Finland the importance 
of vocational studies has increased. 
This shows that the focus on skills are 
more valued today and I salute this 
trend.” 

“The learners were very impressed 
with their visit and took a lot of 
important information away from it.” 

Declan Hardy, who studies carpen¬ 
try, said: “It was a great pleasure to 
meet the Ambassador. I am looking 
forward to going to Finland to com¬ 
pare their culture to ours and to see 
what their education system is like.” 

The 12 learners will be heading to 
Helsinki on April 10 to attend a 
Finnish College but also work onsite 
in a live garage and carpentry work¬ 
shop. 

Then in May, a group of students 
from Finland will visit Barking and 
Dagenham College for three weeks.

Three men convicted 
of attempted murder 


THREE men have been convicted 
at the Old Bailey following the 
shooting of five-year-old Thusha 
Kamaleswaran, from Ilford. 

Thusha’s heart stopped twice on 
the night she was shot inside her 
uncle’s shop, Stockwell Food and 
Wine, in Stockwell Road, south 
London, on Tuesday, March 29, 
2011. 

Emergency surgery was performed 
in the street and also in hospital to 
save her life. 

Her injuries have left her perma¬ 
nently paralysed. 

Anthony McCalla, Kazeem 
Kolawole and Nathaniel Grant have 
each been convicted of two counts of 
GBH with intent and one count of 
attempted murder. 

They will be sentenced on 
Thursday, April 19, at the Old Bailey. 

Thusha’s parents, Jeyakumar 
Ghanasekaram and Sharmila 
Kamaleswaran, said the convictions 
were justice and praised emergency 
services for their prompt actions 
after Thusha was shot. 


The couple said: “In particular, we 
must thank the paramedics and doc¬ 
tors who operated twice to save 
Thusha’s life, to the Metropolitan 
Police Service for their support 
throughout the investigation and sub¬ 
sequent trial, and to all the staff and 
particularly the physiotherapists at 
University College London and 
Stoke Mandeville hospitals. 

“We are very happy justice has 
been done.” 

The court heard that at 8.30pm on 
the night Thusha was shot, witnesses 
saw a group of young men firing a 
gun at a tree on Hammelton Green, 
very close to Foxley Square. 

Detectives believe this was a test 
firing of the weapon, which was later 
used at Stockwell Food and Wine. 

Grant and Kolawole were captured 
on CCTV walking from the Green 
shortly after the test fire and back to 
Foxley Square. 

At 9.07pm, Grant fired two shots 
through the open door of the store. 
One hit Thusha in the chest causing 
her to fall the floor.
